“Not only has th e force of the 
Legion been proclaimed through out 
every state in the union, but in the 
lands of Cuba and P an am a and on 
foreign soil at London, Paris, Brus­ 
sels and in Germany, In the Ruhr, 
w herever there was a listening ear. 
“To my' mind one other forward 
stride should now' be our desire and 
will. 
T h a t mighty pioneering race 
of people whose nam es have graced

Rogers, associate commissioner 
of the State Marketing Bureau here. 
Mr. Rogers quoted the last Federal 
report which showed that chickens 
marketed 
in 
the 
state 
in 
1919 
I brought the farmers only 28 percent 
I aa much money as did the eggs sold 
in the same year, the market price 
of 
the 
chickens 
being 
$8,500,000, 
while the eggs brought a market 
price of $30,500,000. 
“Farmers in Missouri market each 
year a considerably greater percent­ 
age of the total eggs produced than j 
they 
do of 
the 
total 
number of j 
I chickens raised,” said Rogers, “the i 
figures show that nearly 75 p ercent! 
of the total dozens of eggs produced I 
are marketed, while only about 25 
: percent 
of 
the 
total 
number 
of 
I chickens raised are marketed.” 
“The annual production of chick­ 
ens in 
Missouri shows a decided 
! decrease of from 31,913,210 in 1909 
j to 29,363,102 in 1919,” Rogers de- 
! dared, “and the 1923 state-federal 
figures show a still further decrease 
in chicken production to 25,304,370 
in 1923. 
However, during the same 
ten year period the annual egg pro­ 
duction showed an increase.” 
“E?:g production is the thing of 
primary importance in the Missouri 
poultry industry,” Rogers asserted. 
I “First, because the annual market 
value of eggs sold yearly is nearly 
four times as great as the annual 
market value of the chickens sold 
and second, 
because 
Missouri 
not 
I only markets a greater percentage 
of eggs as compared with the per­ 
centage of poultry 
marketed, but 
the 
percentage of 
eggs 
marketed 
compared with the annual produc­ 
tion is increasing steadily, while the 
percentage 
of 
pottery 
marketed 
compared with the production shows 
little or no increase.” 
Rogers also brought out the fact 
that Missouri breeders are becom­ 
ing more efficient in egg production 
as evidenced by tho fact that the 
total number of dozens of eggs mar­ 
keted is increasing while the total 
number of chickens raised is de­ 
creasing. 
Four distinct phases of egg pro­ 
ducing and marketing will be push­ 
ed in the future, Rogers said, re­ 
ferring to the new marketing pro­ 
gram , now under consideration by 
the Marketing Bureau. 
These, he 
added, will bring the egg producing 
side of the industry more to the 
front, than ever before. 
“Missouri 
is a farm-flock state, 
but 
the increasing 
tendency 
to 
specialize in egg 
production 
war­ 
rants the speculation that the num­ 
ber of specialized producing plants 
will increase at a rapid rate in the 
next five days. 
Sections like the 
Ozarks offer unusual opportunities 
for a large number of highly spec­ 
ialized egg producing plants, and no 
doubt,

particularly well adapted for such 
production will eventually be

marily engaged in the industry.”

To make the New Testament as easy to read today, as 
interesting: as animated, as understandable as it was 
in its original Greek form, was the purpose of Prof. 
Edgar J. Goodspeed when he started almost four years 
ago to translate it into Everyday American language. 
The recent announcement of the completion of this 
Translation has set the nation into furious discussion. 


That the New Testament was written in simple every­ 
day Greek to be understood by the most common of 
men, and not in the classical Greek of the Greek Old 
Testament, nor even in the literary Greek of its own 
day, had been borne more and more to Prof. Good- 


speed’s mind as thousands of Greek papyri were un­ 
earthed in Egypt to throw new light on the Greek lan­ 
guage and on life in Biblical times, and as knowledge 
of grammar and lexicography grew by leaps and 
bounds. 
There have been more discoveries bearing 
on these matters in the last fifteen years than there 
were in the previous hundred years. 


With aids to translation at hand which were totally 
unknown to men even before the year 1900, with 
proofs unlimited that the New Testament language 
was a simple everyday language, and with the world’s 
new knowledge of the life of the earliest Christian cen­ 
turies and of Greek lexicography to throw new mean­ 
ing into thousands of words and expressions, was it 
not logical, Prof. Goodspeed asked himself several 
years ago, that there should be a new translation of the 
New Testament into terms of everyday modern life 
more truly reflecting the terms of the everyday life in 
which the New Testament was originally written. 


New Testaments used in America today are in a lan­ 
guage filled with expressions familiar in England and 
Scotland several centuries ago, .says Prof. Good­ 
speed, and are therefore only partially translated for 
American ears and minds. 


So, nearly four years ago, Prof. Goodspeed, with' his 
foundation of years of study in this particular field as 
a basis, started the almost infinite task of giving mod­ 
ern America its own version of the New Testament. 


Four or five verses an hour was his average speed, and 
there are some 7,900 of them in the New Testament. 


He approached his task in a reverent and scholarly 
manner, with the sole idea of restoring the Bible to its 
primitive accuracy, with no thought whatever of popu­ 
larizing it in the lower sense of that term. 


Columns and columns of newspaper space were devot­ 
ed to the new Translation before anybody had seen a 
line of it, or at best more than a few paragraphs of it. 
“Constant Readers’’ began to write to their news­ 
papers in almost every city. Somehow the impression 
arose that this was a Bible in Slang, a Bible in the base­ 
ball and vaudeville language of the day. 


Many of the critics forget that the New Testament was 
ever in Greek in the first place, and that all modern 
versions are but cumulative translations; and that 


there are in the 4,000 manuscripts of the New Testa­ 
ment which have been catalogued and collated, more 
than 150,000 various or different readings, the vast 
majority of which were unknown to the compilers of 
the King James version. 


Great Praise for American Translation 
However, the bulk of comment on the Goodspeed 
translation, especially by the more informed and more 
intelligent commentators, has been highly commenda­ 
tory. 


“Language is a fluid thing,’’ says Prof. Herbert L. Wil­ 
lett, writing in The Christian Century on the Good­ 
speed Translation. 
“It never remains unchanged for 
a decade. New forms of speech emerge, and familiar 
words grow archaic. This is the reason why new ver­ 
sions of the Bible are necessary. Their purpose is not 
the changing of the Scriptures, but the more adequate 
expression of their meaning. 
For older persons who 
have spent their lives in the use of the King James 
version there is no particular reason for change to the 
newer forms of the Bible. But for younger people who 
have their intellectual and religious habits in forma­ 
tion it would be a mistake to make common use of the 
older and less understandable work.’’ 


Prof. Goodspeed himself says: 
“The great passages 
of the New Testament, and they are many, owe their 
greatness to the trenchant vigor of their thought, or the 
moral sublimity of their thought, rather than to graces 
of rhetoric.” 


Prof. Goodspeed has been animated by no ambition to 
improve the grace and beauty and rich musical charm 
of the language used by scholars of King James’ day. 
He expects the work they did to hold its place as a 
classic for all time. He has no idea that his American 
Translation will supplant existing translations; it may 
supplement them and increase general understanding 
of them. 


Concluding the Preface to his Translation he says: 


“It has been truly said that any translation of a mas­ 
terpiece must be a failure, bat if this translation can in 
any measure bring home the great living messages of 
the New Testament a little more boldly and vigorously 
to the life of our time, the translator will be well con­ 
tent.”
